Report of The Council 


1. Introduction 

F.No. 104/31/Accts.—In terms of the requirement of 
sub-section (5) of Section 18 of the Company Secretaries 
Act, 1980, the Council of the Institute of Company 
Secretaries of India is pleased to present its Twenty third 
Annual Report on the working of the Institute for the year 
ended 31st March, 2003 and audited statements of 
accounts alongwith the Audit Report thereon. 

2. Developments at ICSI 

2.1 Vision and Mission Statements 

The Council has adopted Vision and Mission Statements 
considering three developments viz. Corporate Governance, 
Globalisation and Technology. 

Vision Statement 

"To be global leader in development of professionals 
specialising in corporate governance’’ 

Mission Statement 

"To continuously develop high calibre professionals ensuring 
good corporate governance and effective management and to 
carry out proactive research and development activities for 
protection of interest of all stakeholders, thus contributing to 
public good" 

The Council has taken appropriate initiatives to translate the 
aforesaid vision and mission statements into a reality. 

2.2 Organisation Structure 

To achieve maximum effectiveness and efficiency in our 
mission, a new organisation structure has been put in place 
with effect from 18"' June 2003. To facilitate focused attention 
to our core areas, the following new sections have been 
created: 

• International Affairs 

• Corporate Governance 

• Practising Company Secretaries 

• Coordination (Government and Institutions) 

• Programme Management 

• O&MandWelfare 

2.3 MOU between ICSI and NiSIET, Hyderabad 

The Institute signed an MOU with the National Institute of 
Small Industry Extension Training (NISIET), an organisation of 
the Ministry of Small Scale Industries, Government of India, to 
collaborate in the areas of training, research, and information 


services for the professional development of working 
executives, academicians and students aspiring to be trained 
in the field of corporate laws, corporate governance and 
statutory compliances by small scale enterprises. 

2.4 Investor Clinics 

The Institute is setting up Investor Clinics at all Regional 
Councils and Chapters. These clinics comprise of panel of 
Company Secretaries for advising investors on various issues 
including guiding them with respect to transfer, transmission, 
nomination of shares or other securities, rights of investors 
aid various forums available for redressal of grievances, 
providing standardised formats, organising investor 
education programmes and bringing out hand 
books/pamphlets. 

2.5 Counsellors 

The Institute is appointing Counsellors in areas/ 
cities/mofussi! towns where the Chapters and the Satellite 
Chapters cannot be set up for want Of the requisite number of 
members and students, but have the potential for the growth 
of the profession. Such Counsellors shall act as a bridge 
between the Institute and the students. 

2.6 Professional Help Centres 

With a viewto help students and new members in solving their 
problems, it has been decided to set up Professional Help 
Centres. The help centers would consist of members/experts 
willing to volunteer for replying academic queries, helping 
students in the preparation of examinations and to provide 
general guidance to new members on professional matters. 

3. Developments In the Profession 

3.1 The Companies (Amendment) Bill, 2003 

The Government introduced the Companies (Amendment) 
Bill, 2003 in the Rajya Sabha on May 7,2003. It proposes to 
widen the scope of practice in existing areas and to open up 
new areas of practice for Company Secretaries, in this 
context, the scope of signing of annual return, which was 
applicable to only listed companies, is now proposed to be 
widened to include all public companies. The Bill provides for 
pre-certification of documents required to be filed with the 
Registrar of Companies or any other statutory authority under 
the Companies Act, 1956 by a Practising Company Secretary. 
The Bill proposes to empower the Government to order : 
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Secretarial Audit of a Company to be conducted by a 
Practising Company Secretary for such period(s), as may be 
specified by the Government. The Government has also 
proposed to empower itself to order Secretarial Audit in 
certain conditions under section 233A. The Bill proposes to 
do away with the defences available to Companies in respect 
of non-appointment of Company Secretary in whole time 
employment under section 383A of the Act. It is also 
proposed that a partnership firm may be formed with fifty 
persons for carrying on specified professions including that 
of Company Secretaries. The Council looks forward to early 
passage of the Bill. 

3.2 Recent Amendmentsin the Companies Act, 1956 

The opportunities for Compaay Secretaries have been 
expanded with the enactment of the Companies 
(Amendment) Act, 2002 and Companies (Second 
Amendment) Act, 2002. 

The Compani es (Amendment) Act, 2002 
The Companies (Amendment) Act, 2002 requires every 
producer company having an average annual turnover 
exceeding five crore rupees in each of three consecutive 
financial years to have a whole-time Secretary who is a 
member of the Institute of Company Secretaries of India. 

The Companies (Second Amendment) Act, 2002 
The Companies (Second Amendment) Act, 2002 stipulates 
that a person having atleast 15 years experience as a 
Secretary in whole-time practice shall be qualified for 
appointment as technical member of the National Company 
Law Tribunal. The Amendment Act also authorises a 
Practising Company Secretary to appear on behalf of the 
applicant or the appellant before the National Company Law 
Tribunal or Appellate Tribunal. The Aipehdment Act stipulates 
that the panel comprising professionals for appointment of 
official liquidator may include Company Secretaries. It 
further provides that the official liquidator with the sanction of 
the Tribunal may appoint inter alia, Company Secretaries to 
assist him in the performance of his duties. 

4. Council and its Committees 

4.1 President and Vice-President 
At the 136“ meeting of the Council held on January 19,2003, Shri 
Pavan Kumar Vijay from Northern Region and Shri Keyoor M. 
Bakshi from Western Region were elected as President and Vice- 
President respectively for a penod of one year from January 19, 
2003. The Council places on record its deep appreciation for the 
valuable services rendered by Shri S Gangopadhyay as President 
of the In stitote f orthe year 2002-2003. 


4.2 Council Meetings 

The Council held 8 meetings during the year. 

4.3 Composition of Committees 

Composition of various standing and non-standing 
committees and advisory boards constituted by the Council is 
given at Appendix'A'. 

4.4 Attendance at Council and Committee Meetings 

Details of attendance of members at the Council and the 
Standing and Non-Standing Committee Meetings are given at 
Appendix'8'. 

5. Regional Councils and Chapters 

5.1 Regional Councils 

All the four Regional Councils continued to provide valuable 
support and assistance to the Council by carrying out their 
activities and functions with zeal and enthusiasm- The 
Regional Councils conducted professional development 
programmes, seminars and workshops, SMTPs, oral 
coaching classes, students guidance meetings, study circle 
meetings and regional conferences and participated in career 
fairs. They have also been carrying out library updetions, 
publishing news bulletins, providing placement assistance to 
members, disseminating information to members and 
students; and selling Institute's publications. 

5.2 Chapters 

During the year, Raipur Satellite Chapter was conferred the 
status of full-fledged Chapter. A new Chapter was set up at Navi 
Mumbai under WIRC, bringing the total number of Chapters to 
39. All the Chapters continued to carry on various activities 
including holding of oral tuition classes, arranging of trailing for 
students, orgj&itahg prdfeSsienal and continuing education 
programmes, publishing of News Bulletins, providing library 
facilities etc.

6.2.1 Professional Development and Continuing ;

It is through professional development programmes and such 
other activities, that the Institute seeks to impart continuing 
education to its members, to keep them updated in view of far 
reaching and frequent changes in matters relating tri 
corporate and business affairs. In furtherance of this 
objective, Eight Professional Development and Continuing 
Education Programmes of national level including the 30th 
National Convention and 4th National Conference of Company 
Secretaries in Practice were held during the year under review. 

6.2.2 Compulsory Attendance ot Professional 
Development Programmes 

The Council has issued Guidelines for compulsory 
attendance of professional development programmes to 
ensure regular updation of knowledge and skills of our 
members. To begin with, the attendance has been made 
mandatory for practising members and recommendatory for 
other members. 

6.3 Publications 

6.3.1 Secretarial Standards and Guidance Notes 

A unique and pioneering effort was initiated by the Councl 
during 2000-2001 to constitute Secretarial Standards Board to 
integrate, harmonise and standardize various secretarial 
practices prevalent in the Corporate Sector. The first Secretarial 
Standard, SS-1 namely "Secretarial Standard on Board 
Meetings" was released during 2001 -02. 
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The Second Secretarial Standard, SS-2 namely "Secretarial 
Standard on General Meetings", formulated by the Secretarial 
Standards Board and approved by the Council was issued 
during the year. 

The Third Secretarial Standard, SS-3, namely "Secretarial 
Standard on Dividend" and the Guidance Note thereon 
formulated by the Secretarial Standards Board and approved 
by the Council were released by Shri G. N. Bajpai, Chairman, 
SEBI on May 22,2003. The new Standard seeks to prescribe 
set of standards in relation to the declaration and payment of 
dividend. 

The Institute also issued Guidance Notes on Meetings of the 
Board of Directors, Passing of Resolutions by Postal Ballot 
and General Meetings during the year.' 

The topics identified by the SSB for formulation of Secretarial 
Standards and/or Guidance Notes in the near future are 
Transfer & Transmission of Shares, Buy-back of Shares, 
Bonus Shares, Investor Servicing, and Directors' Report. The 
Sub-groups of the Secretarial Standards Board have also 
been constituted at the Regional Councils for the purpose cf 
preparation of Preliminary draft of Secretarial Standards. 

Many companies today are voluntarily adopting the 
Secretarial Standards in their functioning. The annual reports 
of several companies released during the year 2002-03 include 
a disclosure with regard to the compliance of Secretarial 
Standards SS-1 and SS-2. The adoption of the Secretarial 
Standards by the corporate sector will have a substantial 
impact on the quality of secretarial practices making them 
comparable with the best practices. 

6.3.2 CharleredSecretary 

The monthly journal being published by the Institute for the 
last 32 years having a circulation of more than 26000 copies 
per month is now in its 33 rt year of publication. Chartered 
Secretary has received accolades from various quarters, be it 
industry, commerce or trade as well as other professionals for 
its quality publication of informative articles on contemporary 
topics, promptly providing Government Notifications, legal 
decisions, etc. The journal continues to serve as an effective 
medium of communication between the Institute, its 
members and others. During the year2002-03, special issues 
of the journal were brought out on matters of:-

4. WTO & International Finance 


A project of compilation of all articles and features of the 
esteemed journal 'Chartered Secretary* on CD is in progress. 
6.13 Corporate Governance Reporting (Model Formats) 

The Institute's publication "Corporate Governance Reporting 
(Model Formats)" was released by Shri G N Bajpai, Chairman, 
SEBI. The Model formats contained in the book are based on 
the requirements of clause 49 of the Listing Agreement and 
may be directly adopted by Listed companies for preparation 
of Report on Corporate Governance. As a step towards Good 
Corporate Governance, even unlisted public limited 
companies can make disclosures using these model formats. 
Adoption of the** model formats in Corporate Governance 
reporting wlH spread the culture of Good Corporate 
Governance. 

6.3.4 Monograph on Position, duties and Liabilities of 
Directors 

The Institute's p^blcatidh 'Monograph on Position, Duties and 
Liabilities of Directors' was released by Shri Arun Jaitley, the 
then IWon Minister of Law, Justice and Company Affairs on 
May 1, 2002. The monograph spells out the duties and 
liabilities of directors under the Companies Act, 1956 and 
various other legislations. Hus Monograph has been brought 
out to equip ((rectors with tie requisite knowledge of the 
provisions of the various statutes to facilitate them to 
discharge their duties and responsibilities towards 
shareholders and other stakeholders in the company.

7.1 Research Activities ^ 

As a part of its ongoing activity in conducting sponsored studies 
on various topics, ICSI-CCRT completed the assignment from 
Indian Institute of Bankers (Iffl) for preparation of study material 
on “Operations and Regulation of Capital Markets". The study 
kit has been weil appreciated. 

ICSI-CCRT conducted a study on behalf of State Bank of India 
(SBI) on "Recovery Experiences in respect of Personal Segment 
Advances” covering 40 of their branches aH fa Indfo. 
report has been submitted to SBI. 

Based on a proposal submitted to National Stock Exchange 
(NSE) under NSE's Research Initiative, on "Corporate Social 
Responsibilities Initiatives by NSE NIFTY Companies - 
Content, Implementation Strategies & Impact", a study has 
been undertaken by CCRT. 

During December 2002, Director-Research, CCRT was 
invited to attend as rapporteur at the National Workshop on 
Micro Finance at Indian School of Business, Hyderabad. The 
workshop was sponsored and organised by SIDBt. 

During the year, 6 summer trainees from reputed 
management institutes did project work underthe guidance of 
CCRTfaculty. 


7.2 Training Programmes 

A row activity has been added to CCRT's training initiatives for 
the students through Residential Secretarial Modular Training 
Proptmme. During the year, 4 such proyammes were- 
organised at CCRT and the response to the programmes has 
been very good. Participants from all over India, mainly froro 
non-metro centres took advantage of these programmes and 
got opportunity for interaction with expert professional 
faculty. In addition to the core subjects of a normal SMTP! 
programme, the participants were exposed to topics on 
general management, human relations, financial markets, etc. 
at the pre-dinner sessions. They also had the benefit of yoga 
and meditation sessions In the morning from profession* 
trainers. 

ICSI-CCRT also organised a Residential Joint Training 
Programme with the Western India Regional Council on WTQ 
and IPRfrom 2 5* to 27" July. 2002. 

As apartuf ongoing training activities in areas otherthan corn 
subjects, CCRT scheduled a series of one-day workshops on 
Management and HR for junior executives and company 
secretaries/ students. These included workshops o# 
"Managing the Front Office" and "Understanding People for 
Better CRM". 

CCRT organised a programme entitled "Grooming for 
Success* during the year for members and students at Head 
Office and various Chapters. 

A two weeks training programme was organised for India* 
Company Law Services (ICLS) Junior Officers. This is the fir* 
time that such a programme has been held at CCRT and mo* 
such programmes are likely in future. 

Immediately after the Union Budget 2003-04, a pan# 
discussion on the Budget was organised. 

8. Information Technology 

8.1 Website 

Various new features hava been added to the website anti 
features Jike personalization of look and feel are being 
developed Response to questionnaire for the Second ICSI 
National Award for Excellence in Corporate Governance wete 
received through a form on the website. 

8.2 Computerisation of Activities 

A Correspondence Management System is being developsd 
that will facilitate integration of Website and various sectiois 
of the Institute. FAQ Section of the website will automatical 
be updated thus significantly reducing the number of routine 
queries. 
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Student and Member Services are also being computerized 
and integrated with the website so that members and students 
get the up-to-date status. 

Computerisation and networking of Regional Councils and 
Chapters is also being strengthened. 

9. Members 

9.1 New Admissions 

During 2002-03, 1095 arid 180 persons were admitted 
as Associate and Fellow Members respectively. As on March 
31, 20D3, the Institute had 15554 members, comprising of 
11582 Associates and 3972 Fellows on its Register. The 
number of members residing abroad as on March 31, 2003 
was 279. 

During 2002-03, Certificates of Practice were issued to 583 
members. As on March 31 ,2003, there were 2450 members 
holding Certificateof Practice. 

The Council regrets to report the demise of 13 members 
during the year under review. 

9.2 List of Members 

In pursuance of section 1 9(3) of the Company Secretaries 
Act, 1980 read with regulation 161 of the Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1982, a List of Members as on April 
1,2003 containing additional information such as members' 
residential addresses, telephone numbers, fax numbers and 
professional addresses was published. The list is supplied to 
members on request. Additional information has - been 
provided in the list to facilitate better communication and 
interaction among the members. The Members' Directory is 
also available on the Institute’s website. 

9.3 Company Secretaries Benevolent Fund 

The Company Secretaries Benevolent Fund had a life 
membership of 3981 members as on March 31, 2003 as 
against 3793 members as on March 31, 2002. Capital 
Reserve arid General Reserve of the Benevolent Fund as on 
March 31,2003 stood atRs. 104.25 Lacs and Rs. 54.15 Lacs as 
against Rs. 99.30 Lacs and Rs. 42.90 Lacs respectively as on 
March 31,2002. 

9.4 I dent i ty Ca rd lor Mem bers 

The Institute has decided to issue photo identity card to 
members. For the purpose and also with a view to creating 
extensive database of members, a detailed proforma together 
with the form for identity card has been sent to all members. 
Information gathered through this proforma will be utilized to 
harness the capabilities of members for the development and 
growth of the profession. 


9.5 Placement 

The Institute has continued its efforts for providing placement 
assistance to the members during the year. 

Efforts were made to identify the vacancies for company 
secretaries from atf possible sources including newspapers,- 
magazines ; and wfebsites and the bio-data of the members 
were sent t6 the various organisations. Similar services were 
also provided by the Regional Councils and Chapters. A 
number of Campus Interviews were organised wherein the 
organisations were' provided the facility of on-the-spot 
selection of Company -Secretaries. Online registration 
facilitias are also provided to themernbers/ernployers. 

9.6 Post Membership Qualification Course 

The Post Membership Qualification Course in Capital Markets 
and Financial Services is being revamped. The Council is also 
considering introduction of Post Membership Courses in 
someotherstreams. 

9.7 ICSMCSAMOU 

During the year, 143 members sought registration as students 
of fCSA under the iCSi-lCSA MOU. The total number of 
members Whohave soughtlegistration forthe 1C SA course till 
31 st March, 2003 was 579. 

During the year under report, the institute conducted two 
sessions of 1CSA examinations for its members in June and 
December, 2002 in eight major cities in which 130 members 
were enrolled. 40 members have completed the ICS A 
examination in these two sessions out of which one member 
passed with Distinction and 43 with Merit. It is heartening to 
note the encouraging response of members for registration as 
students of ICSAunderthe ICSI-ICSA MOU. 

Till 31 st Marsfe 2003, 127 members have completed the 
ICSA examination. 

GATS under WTO provides for opportunities as well as 
* challenges to professionals the world over. This is, indeed, 
challenge for pessimists and opportunity for proactive and 
forward looking professionals. Visualising these challenges 
and opportunities, the Institute took necessary initiatives to 
build up the. capabilities of its members over the years. The 
MOU with IOSA London is one such initiative towards 
globalisation of profession of Company Secretaries. 

10. Students 
10.1 Registrations 
Regular Course 

During the year, 17436 students were registered against 
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15918 in the previous year. The number of students whose 
registration was current as on 31.03.2003 was 85726 as 
against 98388 as on 31.03.2002. 

Foundation Course 

During the year, 11533 students were admitted to Foundation 
Course as against 9891 in the previous year. The number of 
current Foundation Course students as on 31.03.2003 was 
26203 as against26006 as on 31.03.2002. 

10.2 Ucentiaieship 

During the year, the Institute admitted 274 final passed 
students as Licentiate-ICSI. The number of Licentiate- 1CSI 
whose Licentiateship was valid as on March 31, 2003 
was 540. 

10.3 Coaching 

During the year, 14850 coaching completion certificates were 
issu ed to students of both oral and postal coaching as against 
22932 coaching completion certificates issued during the 
previous year. 

Moving towards the era of E-Learning, Online CC Tests are 
being started. It will save significant time and cost of both the 
students and the Institute. 

10.4 Examination 
Conduct of Examinations 

During the year 2002-03, Company Secretaries Foundation, 
Intermediate and Final Examinations were held in June and 
December, 2002 at 55 centres all over the country and one 
overseas centre in Dubai. In December, 2002, the Foundation 
Course and Intermediate examinations were held under New 
Syllabus, for the first time, concurrently alongwith the 
examination under Old Syllabus. 28856 and 30448 
candidates had sought enrolment for appearing in June and 
December, 2002 sessions of examinations respectively.

Conduct of Post Membership Qualification (PMQ) 
Examination 

The Institute conducted the Post Membership Qualification 
(PMQ) Examinations in June, 2002 and December, 2002 at 8 
centres viz. Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Chennai, Delhi, 
Hyderabad, Kolkata, Mumbai and Pune. 

10.5 Training 

In order to strengthen the training provided to the students and 
also to bring about qualitative improvements, it has baen 
decided to implement an elaborate Action Plan to inculcate 
Guru Shishya Parampara. The Action Plan includes schedule 
for registration and sponsoring of students for training; 
conducting Training Orientation Programme (TOP), 
organizing campus interviews, 25 hours professional 
development programmes for trainees and meetings with 
trainers and trainees etc. 

During the year, 617 students had undergone 15 months' 
Management Training, 156 students 3-1/2 months' Practical 
Training and 462 students had undergone training with 
Company Secretaries in Practice. 

Empanelment of Companies / Company Secretariat in 
Practice for imparting training 
During the year, 145 companies were empanelled for 
imparting 15 months' training and 48 companies were 
empanelled for imparting 3 months’ practical training. The 
number of Company Secretaries in Practice empanelled for 
imparting training was 206. * 

Meeting with Trainees 

During the year, three meetings exclusively with the trainees 
were organised. Study Circle Meetings were organised on 
various topics viz. SEBI and the Capital Markets; Competition 
Laws; Recent Developments in Company Law and Corporate 
Governance forstudentsundergoingtrairiing. 

10.6 Secretarial Modular Training Programme 
(SMTP) Regular SMTP 

During the year, the Regional Councils and Chapters 
conducted 29 regular SMTPs as against 34 SMTPs during the 
previous year. The number of candidates who successfully 
completed the SMTP during the year was 1148 as against 
1409 during the previous year. 

Special SMTP 

It was observed that some candidates had passed the final 
examination of the Institute and possessed requisite 
experience for claiming exemption but had not been able to 
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acquire the membership of the Institute for wanLof completion 
of 15 days SMTP owing to some other pre-occupations. 
Realising this difficulty, the Council of the Institute, with a view 
to helping such candidates to join the fraternity of Company 
Secretaries, decided to organise SMTPs on Saturdays / 
Sundays and other holidays spread over a period of 2-3 
months or on week days before and after the office hours for 
15 days. 

During the year, EIRC and SIRC have conducted one such 
Special SMTP A total of 32 candidates successfully 
participated in the said SMTPs. There was all-round 
appreciation of the programmes by the candidates. 
Residential SMTP 

As a further step to strengthen the SMTP and to make it more 
effective, Centre for Corporate Research and Training (CCRT) 
at Navi Mumbai organised four Residential SMTPs which 
were attended by 116 candidates.

Similarly, in December, 2002 session, 
merit certificates were awarded to 25 top rank holders in 
Foundation Course examination each for Old and Naw Syllabi, 

15 and 10 top rank holders in Intermediate examination under 
Old and New Syllabi respectively, and 10 top rank holders in 
Final examination. 
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Pursuant to Merit Scholarship Scheme, Scholarships were 
awarded to the first top 15 scorers each in Foundation and 
Intermediate examinations respectively held in June and 
December, 2002 eeaelons, Like-wise, under the MPriNiUni* 
Means Assistance Scheme, financial assistance was 
granted to eligible candidates. 

11. Public Relations and Career Counselling 

11.1 Media Coverage 

With a view to enhance the awareness and visibility of the 
profession of Company Secretaries various Image building 
and career awareness ectivitles ware undartakan tbraughout 
the year. Focussed attention on innumerable media initiatives 
continued to create greater acceptability of the CS Course and 
Profession highlighted through the print and electronic media 
to every nook and comer of the country. 

Major Press Releases pertaining to the CS Course, various 
Professional Development Programmes, Institute's functions, 
various publications etc. were published in all leading 
business and national newspapers and electronic media, 

11.2 CS Programmes on the Electronic Media

during Evening LIVE shows on Doordarshan. Two Phone-in 
Programmes on CS Course were broadcast on Yuv Van! of All 
India Radio.

These efforts have helped to generate sense of 
beiongingness, improve the morale and overall performance 
and efficiency of the institute. 
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15. Secretary 

Dr. S..P Narang retired as Secretary of the Institute on 
December 31, 2002 on attaining the age of superannuation. 
The Council places on record its appreciation towards the 
services rendered by him for over two decades including in 
the capacity of Secretary for about a decade. Shri N. K. Jain 
took over as Secretary of the Institute with effect from July 1, 
2003. 

16. Ethics, Values and Morality 

A distinguishing characteristic of a profession is the ability to 
combine ethical standards with the performance of technical 
skills. The professionals being exclusive custodian of 
expertise, need to profess high ethical and moral values, and 
to redeem their noble traditions. A dynamic movement is 
desired to promote a value revolution with deeper conviction 
and creative consciousness, leading the members to be good 
professional citizens. The Naresh Chandra Committee has 
placed added emphasis on this aspect while recommending 
expeditious disposal of disciplinary cases. The Council being 
seized of the issues, has proposed changes in the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980 to broad-base the Disciplinary 
Committee, to strengthen the procedure for expeditious 
disposal of the complaints relating to professional 
misconduct. The Council also continued to propagate and 
emphasise on continuous basis, through various forums, the 
need for inculcating highest standards of professional ethics, 
and moral values and adherence to code of conduct of the 
Institute in its true letter and spirit. 

17. Future Direction 

Globalisation of economies, legislative reforms, 
advancements in Science and Technology and growing 
emphasis on clean and transparent business operations have 
changed the work profile of Company Secretaries. Today's 
Company Secretary is not only a compliance officer but also a 
corporate planner, strategist and conscience keeper of the 
company. This calls for understanding of language of change, 
and also updation of knowledge and skills to act as 
competitive differentiator for the corporate sector, without 
however, compromising on professional standards and 
ethical practices.

Schedule 13 


(A) ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. The Financial Statements of the Institute have 
been prepared on historical cost convention and 
accrual basis except to the extent indicated 
elsewhere, and based on the applicable 
accounting standards. 

2. Donations and Contributions by Regional 
Councils/Chapters 

Direct donations and contributions made by 
Regional Councils/ Chapters towards purchase 
of land/ buildings and other assets are taken to 
General Reserve. 

3. Fees 

a) Entrance Fee from Associate and Fellow 
Members is directly credited to "Capital Reserve" 
when received and no accrual thereof is 
created. 

b) Fees received from members is accounted for on 
cash basis. However, fees received in advance is 
carriedoverasa liability. 

c) Fees other than registration fees, received from 
students is accounted for on cash basis. 
Registration fees received is spread over a period 
of five years since the benefit accrues to 
students for a five-year period. 

4. investments 

Investments are stated at lower of cost or market 
value. In the case of units under the US-64 7. 

Scheme the investments have been valued at 
lower of cost or repurchase price given by the 
Unit Trust of India. 

5. Fixed Assets 

a) Depreciation on fixed assets is charged on written 
down value basis at the following rates: -

b) Depreciation on additions is charged for the ful 
year irrespective of dates of additions. Na 
depreciation is charged in the year of sale. 

c) Library books acquired on or after 01.04.1999 i$ 
charged to Revenue Account under the head 
"Books and Periodicals". 

d) Fixed assets, except library books, costing 
Rs.5000 or less are fully depreciated in the year 
of acquisition and those whose written down 
value is Rs.250 or less at the beginning of the 
year, are fully depreciated. , 

e) Premium paid on leasehold land is not amortized 
overthe period of lease. 

6. Inventories 

a) Stock of paper and other materials are valued at 

cost. 

b) Stock of study materials, publications, Journal 
Bulletins and audio cassettes are valued at 
nominal cost of Re. 1 for items costing upto Rs.50 
and Rs.5 for items costing above Rs .50 
Employees retirement and other benefits 

a) Contribution to Pension Fund Trust is made on the 
basis of actuarial valuation. 

b) Contribution/ Provision to Gratuity Fund is made 
based on the notice received from Life Insurance 
Corporation of India. 

c) Provision for leave encashment is made on the 
basis of actuarial valuation. 

8, Grants to Regional Councils & Chapters 

Annual Grants payable to the Regional Councils 
and Chapters are accounted for when paid and no 
accrual thereof is created. 
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(B)NOTES TOTINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. The Institute has received exemption certificate 
dated 01.03.2001 under Section 10(23c)(iv) of 
the Income Tax Act, 1961 for the financial years 
2000-2001 to 2002-2003. In view of the 
exemption available under the said section, no 
provision for tax has been made inthe accounts. 

2. Possession of freehold land measuring 500 Sq. 
Yards re-allotted by Haryana Urban 
Development Authority (HUDA) at Faridabad to 
Faridabad Chapter of the Institute at Rs.3.65 
Lacs could not be handed over by HUDA due to 
the existing encroachments on the land and the 
HUDA have been requested either to clear the 
encroachments or to allot alternative plot of 
land which had not been effected so far. A sum 
of Rs.3.82 Lacs paid till date (Rs.3 Lacs is 
reflected in Advance for purchase of land in the 
Institute's books and Rs.0.82 Lacs in the books 
of the Chapter) continues to be included under 
Advances. 

3. Flat measuring 500 Sq. Ft. at Tirupati Plaza, 

Surat capitalised at Rs.7,59,000 in the previous 
year, in respect of which registration formalities 
are pending completion. f : ' * 

4. The construction at Jaipur Chapter premises, 
Phase-ll completed during the year 1997-2000 
at a cost of Rs.5,32,550 has been capitalised 
during the year, for which the local authorities 
are yetto issue the completion certificate. 

5. Land measuring 288 Sq. Mtrs. purchased for 
Lucknow Chapter during 2001-02 at a price of 
Rs.15,62,441 has been capitalised during this 
year upon receipt of conveyance deed. 

6. Lift at Prasad Nagar building capitalised at 


Rs.6,04,774 in the earlier years continue to 
remain inoperational for want of adequate 

, electric supply. A sum of Rs.3.02 Lacs has been 
set aside to cover possible obsolescence even 
though the said lift has not been put to use, to 
take care of the normal wear and tear due to 
passage of time. 

7. Units, of US-64 have been valued at redemption 
price indicated by the Unit Trust of India and the 
shortfall in the value of investment as at 
31.03.2003 ascertained at Rs. 21,61,197. The 
provision of Rs. 13,63,408 In excess over the 
required shortfall made in the earlier years, has 
been written back. 

* 8. Following past practice, closing inventories of 
publication/ study material have been, as a 
prudent measure, valued at nominal amount 
since these have no value except to student and 
that too only when purchased. 

9. Balances outstanding in advances recoverable, 
loans to Regional Councils/ Chapters, etc. are 
subject to confirmation. 

10. Pending formulation and recognition of 

^ Voluntary Retirement Scheme, a sum of Rs.225 

Lacs set apart upto the year 2001-02, from out 
of surplus for the proposed Voluntary 
Retirement Scheme (VRS) to provide for 
Voluntary retirement payments, continues to be 
carried under provisions. 

11. Previous year figures have been regrouped/ 
rearranged wherever necessary to compare 
with current years figures. 

12. The Accounts of Regional Councils and 
Chapters have not been consolidated as per past 
practice.
